Farmers in the county 
who have 
spent bu»y days the 
past 
few weeks 
husking corn will be interested in the 
statement of the government crop 
re­ 
port that the 
yield throughout the 
country was almost $50,000,0(9) bushels 
less than last year. 
The drought and 
intensely bot weather of the summer 
are blamed for the general decrease 


The report shows that the 
produc-1 
tion of corn 
in 
the 
United .States. | 
which at the beginning of the season 
promised to exceed the bumper crop of 
last year, was smaller by 349.412,000 
bushels than la<-t*year’s crop. 


Notwithstanding this great decrease 
in production,tbe crop this year goes 
down as the third largest in the 
his 
tory of 
the country, 
having 
been 
exceeded only by tboee of 
1910 and 
1900. There were reported decreases in 
production in all of the principal corn 
growing 
Staten, 
excepting 
Ohio 
Michigan, Minnesota, Wisconsin. Penn­ 
sylvania. Georgia. Mouth Carolina aud 
Alabama. 
Illinois led in production 
and Iowa and Missouri maintained 
their standing as second 
and third 
producing states. 


Potatoes showed a 
falling 
off of 
57 070,000 hush JI*. 
Only Wisconsin 
showed an increase iii 
their 
predue 
tion 
Flaxseed was shout 
the only 
principal crop showing 
un increased 
production this year, about half again 
as much as 
last year 
having been 
grown. 
The crop, however, was Ie** 
than any in the past IO years except in 
1910. 
The increased production was 
mainly in North Dakota.

The only congressional fight in the 
state was in the First district, con- 
prising the counties of Camden, Glou­ 
cester and Salem, and it was won by 
William J. Browning, Republican, cd 
Camden, over his Democratic oppon­ 
ent, Thomas M. Ferrell, of Glenn es 
ter. Browning succeeds the late Hemy 
C. Loudenslager, who was Republican 
representative from the First distil t 
The story of the legislative returns 
show two features. One is that the 
progressive Republicans returned tr 
the party and turned away from WH 
son in those counties In-which they 
repudiated their own |» a r\ and sup 
ported Wilson last fall. 
The othei 
shows that the Democrats traded off 
their votes for tile Wilson men run 
ning for the assembly to elect Demo 
cratlc sheriffs. In thirteen out of sev­ 
enteen counties electing sheriffs tile 
Democrats elected their candidates. 
The assembly ticket of the Demo­ 
crat* in those counties was badly cut. 
It is contended by some of the 
Democratic leaders that the intricacies 
of the (reran election and registration 
law, which lias not proven popular in 
New Jersey, is responsible in a meas 
are for tile Democratic defeat. 
This was tile law drafted at the in­ 
stance of Governor Wilson last winter 
and urged through tile legislature by 
the executive.

Judge Lacombe Says Court Has No 


Authority to Order Sale of Store 


Company Stock. 
Lew York, Nov. 9. — The United 
Stales circuit court for the southern 
district of New 
York approved the 
plan submitted by tile American To­ 
bacco company and other defendants 
for the disintegration of the tobacco 
trust, ineoniormity with the decree of 
the United States supreme court. 
The approval was with modifications, 
grow in : out of the recent argument 
befoie the court in which Attorney 
General W ick erh am insisted, among 
other things, that the court maintain 
jurisdiction for five years, so that if 
toe plan did not result in tile estab­ 
lishment of genuine competition, the 
government could come into the court 
at any time to ask for additional re 
lief. 
The court, in its decision, says that 
provision should be made in tarrying 
out the plan for keeping intact the 
hooks and records of tile American 
Tobacco 
company, and its present 
constituents 
and 
branches, so that 
they shalt be available and subject to j 
explanation to the same extent a« at i 
present, in suits for accounting and j 
other existing litigation. 
Judge Coxe, in his opinion, says; I 
"I approve the proposed plan, not be­ 
cause I think it is perfect, but because 
It is the best plan obtainable.’* 
Judge Noyes says: "I corn ur in the 
opinion of Judge Lacombe and fully 
approve his disposition of the subject 
now considered in this opinion.” 
Judge Lacombe says in ti in opinion 
that the twenty-nine individual de­ 
fendants in this suit shad not In- 
crease I heir control over any of the 
corporations now in the combination 
for a period of three years. 
He also says that the court has no 
power to grant the request that the 
United Cigar Stores company stock 
lie sold and distributed. 
Judge l^teomhe hays further that, 
while the filing of tile disintegra’ion 
plan Is correctly described as a pro­ 
posed plan of the American Tobacco 
company, since that corpotation and 
other defendants offer to curry it out, 
it should be remembered Blat in its 
present form the plan is Hie fruit of 
much discussion. 
He adds t hat the objection* of At­ 
torney General Wickershani were fol­ 
lowed by modifications in th** plan, 
aud some of its most drastic provis­ 
ions were inserted to meet or avoid 
his criticism. 
The court denied the request of the 
atorney general that the ( ase he he d 
open to the extent that the govern­ 
ment 
might 
iutervent at any time 
within five years, provided the dis­ 
solved trust did not properly carry out 
the wishes of the court.
